The band played a wierd dirge and the culprit was seated blind­ 
folded on the cottin. 


Twelve soldiers were detailed to do the shooting. 
One of the 
twelve guns contained a blank cartridge and not one of tho marks­ 
men knew whether his gun contained a bullet or not and conse­ 
quently each oue thought that he had not shot the traitor. 
At a 
given signal the twelve guns boomed and the condemned man fell 
back, without a struggle, dead.

SO. — Yesterday 
was a day of alarming rumors, running 
all the way from the blowing up of a 
big monitor to the detection and pun­ 
ishment of traitors, but fortunately all 
of them turned out on Inquiry to be 
without foundation. 
Actual events of 
Importance were few in number. The 
news of the day of most Interest was 
the departure from Cape Verde of the 
Spanish fleet, the stay or which at St. 
Vincent has been a source of anxiety 
on the part of the ofllclals here, be­ 
cause it seemed to Indicate that the 
sympathy of Portugal for Spain might 
lead her to wink at a violation of neu­ 
trality laws in favor of Spain. Late In 
the afternoon a cablegram came to the 
state department 
from Cape Verde, 
bearing no signature, announcing that 
four battleships and three torpedo boats 
had started north, and some of the 
transports for Cuba, and that the north­ 
ern fleet returned shortly, having been 
In collision.

Presuming thst the admiral Is bound 
llrectly for Manila, the calculation made 
at the navy department shows he ar­ 
rived there about 2 o’clock this morn­ 
ing. Manila time, which is about twtWe 
hours earlier than our own.

In that case, if the w'arshlp of one 
power leave port the w'arshlp of the 
other power cannot leave In pursuit 
within twenty-four hours, that much 
time being allowed the ship first de­ 
parting to go on her wny without mo­ 
lestation. Portugal has been very in- 
Bistent upon this particular rule, and a 
notable Instance of it occurred when 
the famous Confederate privateer Ala­ 
bama was at Lisbon during the civil 
war. A United States ship entered Lis­ 
bon harbor while the Alabama wa.«? 
there, and the Alabama immediately 
withdrew. The United States ship ap­ 
parently started in pursuit, whereupon 
the Portuguese batteries fired warning 
gtm?t and were prepareu to make ar;ned 
resistance to the departure of the sec­ 
ond warship before the first one had 
her full twenty-four hours' start. 


Tt turned out that the United States 
ship had not intended to chase the Ala­ 
bama, but was moving her buoys; so 
trouble was averted. 
This .«iime rule 
allowing tweny-four hours' start to the 
warship of either country will again be 
ob.served In the present conflict between 
the ITnited States and Spain. 


The republic of Haytl Is expected to 
maintain strict ^neutrality as between 
the United States and Spain, and it is 
said that reports of exceptional privi­ 
leges given to the United States war- 
ahlpK In Haytlan waters are erroneous. 
The Ilaytian minister. I.egare, had no­ 
ticed the published quotatit*ns from the 
treaty between the ITnited States and 
Hayti which, It was as.*^erted. gave ex­ 
ceptional privileges to thellnited States. 
In that our war.shlps were given the 
right to take coal and supplies in Hay­ 
tlan ports. The minister made a care­ 
ful examination of his ofllclal text of 
the treaty and was unable to locate 
any such exceptional privileges. 
Any 
privilege enjoyed by the ships of one 
country will be equally open to those 
of the other country. Legare said.

Washington, April 
80.—The house 
yesterday passed the war revenue bill 
with only the amendments agreed upon 
by the Republican members of the ways 
and means committee added. In order 
to accomplish this a parliamentary 
manoeuvre was necessary, as the whole 
time for amendments was exhausted by 
the minority In trying to amend the 
bond feature of the bill. 
Dlngley of­ 
fered as a substitute an entirely new 
bill, containing these amendments, aft­ 
er the bill had been reported to the 
house, ^lany amendments were offered 
to the bond feature of the bill, ranging 
from a proposition for the substitution 
of an income tax provision to an au­ 
thorization for an Issue of $150,000,000 
in greenback.s. But all were voted down. 


At the last minute the Democrats de­ 
cided to ofl’er the motion to recommit 
with instructions to report back the in­ 
come tax proposition as an amendment 
to the bill, Instead of as a substitute 
for the bond provision. This was due to 
the fact that a number of Democrats 
had declined to vote to strike out the 
bond provision. 
The motion was de­ 
feated—134 to 173. 
Four Republicans 
voted with the Democratsand Populists 
on this vote. 


But on the final passage of the bill 
the Democrats and Populists, with six 
exceptions, voted solidly against the bill. 
The Democrats who voted for the bill 
were Cummings, McClellan and Griggs 
of New York: Fitzgerald of Massachu­ 
setts, McAleer of Pennsylvania, and 
Wheeler of Alabama. Two Republicans, 
LInney of North Carolina and Thorp of 
Virginia, voted with 
the 
opposition. 
Quite a number of Democrats declined 
to vote. 


W^ashlngton, April 30.—The senate 
yesterday after a brief statement by 
Hale, adopted the conference report on 
the naval appropriation bill. 
It then 
passed a few bills to which there was 
no «bjsction and adjourned until lion- 
day.

It appears that a few days ago the 
man in question was seen In one of the 
monitor's turrets, and the man who saw 
him reported that he had his hand on 
the lock of the magazine, whereupon 
the first man was placed under re­ 
straint.

Indian Irrisa tin s Taukii. 


The system of irrigation is mostly 
that known as tho ancient Hindoo sys- 
tom of tanks. Tho word “ tank,” in an 
Indiun irrigation sense, means a storage 
reservoir. A tank has no dolinito size. 
Its area of water spread nuiy bo two or 
three acres or it may extend to as many 
square miles; its depth may be threo or 
four foot or 100 feet or more. 


Tho word “ koonta” is used in Hai- 
darabad to signify a very small tank, 
snch as ono of two or three acres only. 
Tho words “ sangor” ond“ cherroo” aro 
tho Hindoostanoo and Tolugu equiva­ 
lents, respectively, of tho word that has 
been copied into English as “ tank.” 
Down every valley a stream must flow 
in the rainy season, its si/.o depending 
upon tho area of tho ground tlnit drains 
into it. 
A small stream is a feeder, or 
ono of several feeders, 
to a larger 
stream, whoso drainage area is the to­ 
tal of those of its small stream feedor.s. 
The larger stream is, again, but a feeder 
to one still larger, and so on till tho 
great river is reached that carries tho 
water from tho wholo accumulated 
drainage areas to tho sea. lu each little 
valley, in oiich larger valley, in each yet 
larger valley again, ono or more tanks 
can bo constructed, and thus tho drain­ 
age area supplying a tank nuiy vary 
from less than one sfiuaro niilo to 100 
square miles.—George Palmer in Engi­ 
neering Magazine. 


Advice on i^ u n tn s. 


If pruning U done properly, no toolB 
will over bo necessary except a sharp 
pruning knifo, but if neglected or too 
many main limbs aro allowed to grow 
tho saw will have to bo used in a few 
years. It is desirable to mako a nice, 
smooth, even cut, and to do this the 
knife should follow tho shoulder tbat is 
noticeable at tho junction of tbe limb 
to another or to tho main stem, and the 
surfuoe of tbe out should be no larger 
than the base of tho branch removed. 
Draw the blade inward a little at tbe 
upper side. Avoid leaving a sharp stub 
from wbiob a new shoot may start. Do 
not make tbe out too olose. When the 
saw must be u«ed on a heavy limb, saw 
a little ou tlio underside ¿rst, eo tbat 
the weight of the limb as it falls will 
not split or peel the bark. It is neces­ 
sary to paint the wound made by prun­ 
ing witb white lead and linseed oil, to 
which may be addod a little lampblack, 
if desired, to givo a darker offeot.—Re­ 
port Oolorado Board of Horticulture.
